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REMARKS 

This is a full and timely response to the Office Action mailed March 3 1 > 2003 (Paper No. 
8), Reexamination and reconsideration in light of the foregoing amendments and following 
remarks is respectfully solicited. 

Claims 1-13, and 15-17 are now pending in the application, with Claims 1,15, 16, and 17 
being the independent claims. Claims 1 and 1 1 have been amended, Claim 14 has been canceled, 
and Claims 15-17 are newly presented herein. No new matter is believed to have been added. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. $ 103 

Claims 1-14 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103 as allegedly being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent No. 5,361,151 ( Sonehara et al.V This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Independent Claim 1 relates to a liquid crystal display that includes a liquid crystal layer 
and a polarizer, and has a twist angle (<(>) of about 60° to about £0°, an angle p in a range of about 
-13° to +13° and a value of And that is about 0.1 jam to about 0.12 pm. 

Sonehara et al. relates to a display device, and discloses that the display has a twist angle 
(<J>) range between 0° and 65°, the angle p is either 0° or multiples of 90°, and the value of And in a 
range between 0.13 \jtm to 0.40 pm (col. 10, U. 20-31). Since Sonehara et al. fails to disclose or 
suggest at least a And value less than 0 .12 \xm, and specifically a value that is in the range of 
about 0.1 Mm to abou t 0.1 2 jim, i t is submitted that at least independent Claim 1 is not obvious in 
light of this disclosure. 

In view of the foregoing, reconsideration and withdrawal of the § 103 rejection is 
respectfully solicited. 

New Claims 15-17 

Newly presented independent Claims 1 5 and 16 each relate to a liquid crystal display that 
includes a liquid crystal layer and a polarizer, and having a twist angle (<|>) that is about 60° to 
about 90°, and a value of And is about 0.1 ^im to about 0.2 prou Independent Claim 15 further 
recites that the angle p has a magnitude such that - 1 3° < P< 0°, and independent Claim 1 6 further 
recites that the angle p has a magnitude such that 0° < p< +13°, Independent Claim 17 
additionally relates to a liquid crystal display that includes a liquid crystal layer and a polarizer, 
and recites a twist angle (<(>) of about 80°, an angle p in a range. of about -5° to +5°. and a value of 
And that is about 0.13 |im to about 0.l7jim. 
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As noted above, Sonehara et aL discloses that the angle p should be either 0° or multiples 
of 90°. Nowhere does this citation disclose or suggest that the angle p have a magnitude such that 
-13° < P< 0°, or such that 0° < p< +13°, as recited in independent Claims 15 and 16, respectively. 
Moreover, Sonehara et al. fails to disclose or suggest a twist angle (((>) of about 80°, as recited in 
independent Claim 17. 

Conclusion 

Based on the above, independent Claims 1 , and 15-17 are patentable over the citations of 
record. The dependent claims are also submitted to be patentable for the reasons given above 
with respect to the independent claims and because each recite features which are patentable in its 
own right. Individual consideration of the dependent claims is^respectfully solicited. 

The other art of record is also not understood to disclose or suggest the inventive concept 
of the present invention as defined by the claims. 

Hence, Applicants submit that the present application is in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration and withdrawal of the objections and rejections set forth in the above- 
noted Office Action, and an early Notice of Allowance are requested.
